What most people didn't 
realize then, but now gen¬ 
erally agree, must have 
been the case was that in 
attacking ADVERTISIN G, 
the olanners actually had 
in mind as a real target the 
fundamentals of the free en¬ 
terprise svstem of doing 
business. Advertising was 
vulnerable because it was 
the visible contact betweer 
the seller and the buyer. It 
was the voice of business, 
the essence of freedom of 


Because almost everybody 
could remember at least one 
instance when he knew he 
had bought something as a 
result of the persuasiveness 
of advertising, and even a 
rare case of personal exper¬ 
ience with less than truth¬ 
ful advertising, the public 
attitude was ripe for the 
seed of suspicion of motives 
of companies, big and little, 
in introducing or simply 
retailing merchandise. The 
suggestion that “somebody” 
ought to protect the con 
sumeT inerest came along 
years ago — maybe even 
with the NRA of the depres¬ 
sion-thirties. 


Some of the early actions, 
hack in the sixties, had 
lasting harm to businesses 
— and to the consumer in 
the long run — Included the 
local and state legislation 
which restricted the right of 
merchants to advertise in 
certain specified ways or 
offer goods at prices below 
manufacturers’ suggest e d 
list prices. 


These so • called “fair- 
trade" laws, the supporters 
claimed, would “prot e c t” 
business men from unfair 
competition. Actually, such 
thinking recognized our 
right to succeed in business. 
But it overlooked another 
right just as important — 
the right to FAIL in busi¬ 
ness, if we didn’t know 
what we were doing!

Forced to evacuate from 
Peking as the city came un¬ 
der Communist seige, he 
with his family transferred 
directly to Korea in 1949 and 
resumed the work of the 
OMS in that .land which had 
been closed to missionary 
activity by World War II. 

At the outbreak of the 
Korean War in 1950, the 
evacuation of American per¬ 
sonnel took the KilbQurr.es 
to Japan, but Dr. Kilbourne 
was given permission by 
General McArthur's office to 
return to Korea immediately 
following the recapture of 
the capital city of Seoul. 
There he remained during 
most of the Korean War. 
His firsthand experiences 
during this conflict have 
given him a challenging 
story ot Christianity vs. 
Communism in Korea, so 
significant for our time. 

The OMS ministries were 
begun in Korea in 1907 by 
Dr. Kilbourne’s grandfather, 
E. A. Kilbourne, and the 
OMS-affiliated Korea Evan¬ 
gelical Church today num¬ 
bers over 1000 churches, hav¬ 
ing one of the largest 
schools of theology in Asia. 
Seoul Theological Seminary 
has nearly 800 students and 
is the institution where Dr. 
Kilbourne served as head of 
the Department of Philo¬ 
sophy and Religion for a 
number of years, and its 
president for six years. Dur¬ 
ing his years ir, Korea, he 
also served as field director 
of OMS. His present assign¬ 
ment brings him into a 
worldwide missionary--a t • 
large ministry that takes 
him on speaking t o .u r s 
throughout the supporting 
countries of OMS Interna¬ 
tional, as well as to the 12 
mission fields in which the 
Society works. 

OMS International, form¬ 
erly the Oriental Missionary 
Society, is an undenomina¬ 
tional faith mission with 
work encircling the globe. It 
specializes in evangelism, 
training natnon a 1 s and 
planting churches.

‘Blew It’ 


Climb Students Give Free Concert 


Residents were start] e d 
last Sunday during the noon 
test of the fire horn when 
it stuck open for several 
minutes until running out of 
air. 

The horn, which is used 
as a back-up signal for the 
Plectro.n radio alerting sys¬ 
tem has been in use for 
many, many years and in 
the days preceding the 
radio alerting system was 
“coded’’ to notify the fire¬ 
men of the approximate lo¬ 
cation of the fire. This was 
also backed up by writing 
the address on a blackboard 
that was hung in front of 
the fire station. 

Much thought has been 
given lately as to what is to 
become of the horn should 
the old City Hall, where the 
horn is located, be sold. 

According to Fire Chief 
Leonard Hall, he feels that 
the horn, or an equally aud¬ 
ible system, is still needed 
as a back-up in case of the 
failure of the primary radio 
system. He has notified the 
City Administrator of the 
problem and it is unknown 
how long it will take to re¬ 
pair or replace the present 
system. 

In the meantime the noon 
test will be "among the 
missing” and the “old tim¬ 
ers” will be lost without its 
usual notification that “it’s 
noontime” or that the fire 
department is rolling some¬ 
where.

When the pe ition was first started for circulation, 
the requirement for signatures was somewhere in the 
vicinitv of 475,000. Having reached that amount the Sec¬ 
retary'of State declared that new figures were necessary 
because of the vo.er turnout in the last Governor s elec¬ 
tion showed that 553,790 bonafied and legal signatures 
must be presen.ed. 

Contacting the office of the Initiative author Paul 
Gann as of March 10 showed that they had reached the 
570000 mark which did not allow for any bad signatures 
whatsoever, and were short over 180,000 of what t icy 
termed wouLd be necessary for qualification. 

Analysis of the measure by the legislative analyst 
showed that the spending limit would save the taxpayers 
more than $ 6 -million annually by the 1983-84 fiscal year. 
The measure was endorsed by the Califorina-Tax at its
